1. SECGEN FONOFF HAS APPROVED TEXT OF SUGGESTED EXCHANGE OF 
NOTES WITH U.S. EXTENDING SHRIMP AGREEMENT FOR SIX MONTHS. 

2. ACCORDING TO FONOFF, TEXT OF NOTE FROM AMBASSADOR TO 
MINISTER WOULD READ IN ENGLISH: 

BEGIN QUOTE: 

I HAVE THE HONOR TO REFER TO THE AGREEMENT BETWEEN THE GOVERNMENT 
OF THE FEDERATIVE REPUBLIC OF BRAZIL AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA CONCERNING SHRIMP, SIGNED IN THIS 
CAPITAL ON MAY 9, 1972, WHICH IN ARTICLE XI FORESEES THE 
POSSIBILITY OF ITS EXTENSION IF BOTH PARTIES SO DESIRE. 

UNDER THESE CONDITIONS, I HAVE THE HONOR TO PROPOSE TO YOUR 
EXCELLENCY THAT THE ABOVE MENTIONED AGREEMENT BE EXTENDED 
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TO JUNE 30, 1974, WITH THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED STATES 
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OF AMERICA COMMITTING ITSELF TO COMPENSATE THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE FEDERATIVE REPUBLIC OF BRAZIL ONE HALF OF THE AMOUNT 
REFERRED TO IN ARTICLE VI OF THE AGREAXENT FOR THE PURPOSES 
STATYKD THEREIN AND FOR THE EXERCISE OF FISHING ACTIVITIES OF 
UNITED STATES BOATS IN THE AGREEMENT AREA DURING THE FIRST 
FOUR MONTHS OF THE 1974 FISHING SEASON. 

ACCEPT MR. MINISTER THE EXPRESSIONS OF MY HIGHEST CONSIDER- 
ATION. 

3. FON MINISTER WOULD REPLY AS FOLLOWS (IZCORMAL TRANSLATION 
- PORTUGUESE TEXT IN SEPTEL): 

BEGIN QUOTE: 

MR. AMBASSADOR 

I HAVE THE HONOR TO ACKNOWLEDGE RECEIPT OF YOUR NOTE OF THIS 
DATE, THE TEXT OF WHICH TRANSLATED INTO PORTUGUESE, READS 
AS FOLLOWS: 

INSERTION OF OUR NOTE TRANSLATED PARA 2 

IN REPLY I HAVE THE HONOR TO INFORM YOUR EXCELLENCY THAT 
THE GOVERNMENT OF THE FEDERATIVE REPUBLIC OF BRAZIL 
A GR EEM.TWTTH THE TERMS OF THE NOTE TRANSCRIBED ABOFE. 

I TAKE THIS PHPORTUNITY TF 
RENEW TO YOUR EXCELLENCY THE 
EXPRESSIONS OF MY HIGHEST CONSIDERATION. 

END QUOTE. 

4. COMMENT: WE BSWIEVE THAT SUGGESTED TEXT OF FONOFF IS 
SATISFACTORY EXCEPT FOR PHRASE WHICH READS "FOR THE PURPOSES 
STATED THEREIN AND FOR THE EXERCISE OF FISHING 

ACTIVITIES OF UNITED STATES BOATS IN THE AGREEMENT AREA DURING 
THE FIRST FOUR MONTHS OF THE 1974 FISHING SEASON." THE 
PORTUGUESE TEXT IS NOT VERY CLYR. IT IS OUR UNDERSTANDING 
THAT INTENT OF THIS PHRASE WAS TO INDICATE THAT FISHING 
SEASON FOR THAT SIX MONTH PERIOD COVERS ONLY FOUR MONTHS. 

IT IS, HOWEVER, POSSIBLE TO INTERZZRET THIS SENTENCE TO MEAN 
THAT WE ARE PAYING FOR THE PRIVILEGE OF FISHING RATHER THAN 
FOR THE COSTS OF ENFORCEMENT. IF THE DEPARTMENT AGREES THAT 
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THIS PHRASE REPRESENTS A PROBLEM, WE ARE PREPARED TO 
SUGGEST DROPPING IT AND ENDING THAT SENTENCE WITH QUOTE 
FOR THE PURPOSES STATED THEREIN END QUOTE. IF GOB BELIEVES 
IT IS NECESSARY TO REFER SPECIFICALLYQO SEWMON, WE COULD ADD 
"WITH THE UNDERSTANDQJG THAT THIS PERIOD OF EXTENSION INCLUDES 
ONLY 4 MONTHS OKSTHE 1974 FISHING SEASON." DEPARTMENT COMMENTS 
WOULD BE APPRECIATED IN IMMEDPATE TEL.
